MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972 
which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  Circular  1/73. 

The  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  the  vital  statistics 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  epidemic 
vomiting  disease  occurred  in  a Banstead  school.  This  condition, 
under  a variety  of  names  has  been  well  known  to  general  practitioners 
and  to  parents  of  young  children  for  many  years,  and  it  was  assumed 
to  be  due  to  a virus  because  bacteriological  results  have  always 
proved  negative.  In  1972  for  the  first  time  the  disease  was  proved 
to  be  due  to  a filter  passing  virus.  A full  account  of  this  disease 
is  given  on  page  16. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  advice  and  support 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

SCARLET  FEVER.  Two  cases  were  notified,  twenty-five  less  than 
in  1971.  The  illness  continued  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.  The  speedier 
return  to  school  and  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts  continued  and  is 
justified  by  the  mildness  of  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA.  No  cases  were  notified  for  the  twenty- seventh  year 
in  succession.  Whether  further  cases  do  occur  is  now  largely  in  the 
hands  of  parents,  as  the  disease  can  readily  re-appear  and  spread  if  the 
percentage  of  children  immunised  is  allowed  to  fall 

Details  of  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  during

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SMALLPOX.  No  cases  were  notified. 


Vaccination  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  has  been  our  first 
line  of  defence  against  smallpox  for  well  over  100  years.  In  recent 
years  it  has  been  so  effective  in  countries  where  smallpox  was  endemic 
that  smallpox  has  been  largely  eliminated  throughout  the  world.  In 
view  of  the  greatly  reduced  risk  of  the  introduction  of  smallpox  into 
this  country,  the  risk  to  health  of  vaccination  has  become  greater  than 
that  of  smallpox.  Routine  infant  vaccination  was,  consequently,  no 
longer  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Health  & Social  Security  with 
effect  from  15th  November,  1971.

GERMAN  MEASLES  (RUBELLA).  This  disease  is  not  a notifiable  one, 
but  it  can  cause  serious  congenital  defects  to  the  baby  if  an  expectant 
mother  contracts  it  during  the  first  four  months  of  pregnancy.  In 
order  to  protect  the  next  generation  against  this  risk,  a scheme  to 
vaccinate  girls  between  their  eleventh  and  fourteenth  birthdays  has 
been  introduced  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

During  1972  254  girls  were  vaccinated. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  No  cases  were  notified  in  1972. 

Immunisation  will  prevent  or  modify  the  illness  in  the  majority  of 
cases.  This  is  best  combined  with  diphtheria  and  tetanus  immunisation. 
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Details  of  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  whooping 
cough  during  the  year  are  as  follows: -

DYSENTERY.  There  was  one  case  notified  in  1972.  The  same 
number  as  in  1971. 

TETANUS.  Immunisation  against  tetanus  is  best  combined  with 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  antigens  in  infancy,  given  with 
diphtheria  antigen  at  school  entry,  and  at  age  14.  The  tetanus 
bacillus  is  a normal  inhabitant  of  the  intestine  of  the  horse  and 
immunisation  by  toxoid  is  an  important  precautionary  measure  for 
all  who  work  in  stables  and  on  manured  land.  Infection  is  acquired 
through  an  abrasion  or  wound  of  the  skin  which  may  be  so  small  as 
to  escape  notice.  Immunisation  with  the  toxoid  avoids  the 
prophylactic  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum  to  which  some  people  are 
allergic.  To  be  effective  immunisation  should  be  reinforced  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  five  years.  When  anti-tetanus  serum  is 
required  it  is  now  customary  to  give  the  first  injection  of  tetanus 
toxoid  at  the  same  time  to  be  followed  by  two  or  more  doses  at  one 
month  intervals  in  order  to  avoid  the  further  use  of  anti-tetanus 
serum  at  some  future  date.

COMBINED  VACCINES.  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough 
vaccines  are  given  together  to  children  under  two  years  of  age. 

373  children,  i.e.  84%  of  this  age  group,  were  immunised. 

TYPHOID  FEVER  AND  PARATYPHOID  FEVER.  No  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING.  Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in 
1972.  These  were  single  cases,  one  due  to  Salmonella  Heidelberg  and 
one  due  to  Salmonella  Typhimurium.

NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES.  The  following  non-notif iable  infectious

School  notifications  are  a useful  index  of  the  prevalence 
of  non-notif iable  diseases  and  are  a basis  for  consultation  with 
the  School  Medical  Officers. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


On  31st  December,  1972,  there  were  on  the  register  248  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  of  which  231  were  pulmonary  and  17  non-pulmonary . 
Of  these  477®  were  institutional  cases. 

Four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  as 
against  six  in  1971.  One  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
notified . 

The  following. table  shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  1972. 
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There  were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death 
rate  for  tuberculosis  was  0.066  per  1,000  of  population,  compared  with 
0.031  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Protective  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered  to  school  children  in 
the  13  year  age  group.  During  the  year  206  children  were  vaccinated. 

The  social  care  of  patients  as  well  as  the  medical  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  and  the  voluntary  service  of  our  local  representatives 
on  the  Epsom  and  Leatherhead  and  Banstead  District  Care  Committee  is 
greatly  appreciated.  The  Committee  works  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  Medical  Social  Workers  and  provides  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
bedding,  grants  for  occupational  therapy  and  holidays  for  children, 
mothers  and  convalescent  patients. 


MASS  X-RAY 

A Mobile  Unit  attends  each  Tuesday  from  7.30  to  8.30  p.m.  at 
a site  adjoining  the  Central  Library,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead,  for 
members  of  the  public  and  for  patients  referred  by  their  own  doctors. 
During  the  year  1,682  persons  were  X-rayed. 


EPIDEMIC  VOMITING  DISEASE 

During  the  second  half  of  1972  an  outbreak  of  Epidemic  Vomiting 
Disease  occurred  in  a Banstead  school.  Sporadic  cases  have  also 
occurred  elsewhere  in  the  Urban  District.  This  disease  is  not 
notifiable  but,  under  a variety  of  names,  is  well  known  to  parents 
of  young  children  and  general  practitioners. 

In  the  winter  it  is  known  as  winter  vomiting  disease.  The 
condition  is  just  as  common,  however,  in  the  spring,  summer  and  autumn 
and  it  is  then  known  as  gastic  influenza  or  gastro-enteritis . 

It  usually  affects  children  in  infant  and  primary  schools  who 
may  secondarily  infect  their  families,  although  it  also  occurs  in 
secondary  schools  and  among  adults. 

The  onset  is  sudden.  Typically,  a child  goes  to  bed  feeling 
well  and  wakes  up  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  vomiting.  Diarrhoea 
usually  follows.  Other  symptoms  occasionally  present  are  abdominal  pain, 
prostration  and  dizziness.  The  attack  usually  only  lasts  for  a day  or 
two  and  recovery  is  rapid. 

It  does  not  spread  like  dysentery  or  food  poisoning  and  the 
epidemiology  of  the  disease  suggests  that  it  is  airborne.  A school 
outbreak  is  preceded  by  several  cases  occurring  at  about  two  day 
intervals,  the  incubation  period  varying  from  37  to  60  hours,  and 
children  who  go  home  for  dinner  are  affected  as  often  as  those  who  have 
dinner  at  school.  It  also  spreads  among  children  who  are  grouped 
together  rather  than  among  those  who  eat  the  same  food.  Bacteriological 

findings  are  negative  and  in  view  of  this  the  condition  is  presumably 
due  to  a virus.  One  attack  only  gives  temporary  immunity  and  a school 
can  have  a second  outbreak  the  following  term. 
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The  illness,  though  of  short  duration,  is  associated  with 
considerable  distress  and  if  the  child  is  at  the  same  time  suffering 
from  some  other  illness  it  can  have  a serious  effect. 

A forward  step  has  been  taken  in  the  epidemiology  of  this 
disease  by  Doctors  Clarke,  Cook,  Egglestone,  Hall  Miller,  Reed, 
Rubenstein,  Smith  and  Tyrrell  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  Clinical 
Research  Centres  at  Harrow  and  Salisbury.  These  doctors  published 
an  article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  of  the  8th  July  1972 
entitled  "A  VIRUS  FROM  EPIDEMIC  VOMITING  DISEASE".  The  summary 
of  their  report  is  as  follows: - 

" An  illness  consisting  of  vomiting,  fever,  and  mild  diarrhoea 

after  a short  incubation  period  was  observed  in  a boarding  school 
and  reproduced  in  volunteers  who  received  filtered  extracts  of 
faeces  from  a typical  case.  The  main  discriminatory  diagnostic 
feature  of  the  illness  in  volunteers  was  vomiting.  The  faeces 
contained  no  pathogenic  bacteria  nor  any  virus  that  could  be 
detected  in  tissue  cultures  and  there  was  no  evidence  that  an 
infective  agent  could  be  grown  in  organ  cultures  of  human  intestine. 
The  agent  was  shown  to  be  ether  stable  and  passed  a 50-nm  filter. 


GENERAL.  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Environmental  Services 

The  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  acting  under  powers 
delegated  by  the  Council,  administer  most  of  the  local  authori  ty 
duties  referred  to  in  this  Report.  Improvement  grants  are  dealt 
with  by  a sub-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  Town 
Planning  Committee  deal  with  the  planning  aspect  of  caravans  and 
the  Public  Works  and  Highways  Committee  with  main  drainage  and 
sewerage,  refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

Personal  Health  Services 


These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council  through  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  "Grayswood",  1 
Castlefield  Road,  Reigate  (Reigate  46843). 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospitals  within  the  Urban  District. 

The  Chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  General 
Hospital;  East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill;  Epsom  District  Hospital; 
Sutton  Hospital;  and  St.  Helier  Hospital,  Carshalton. 

Specialised  hospitals  in  the  area  are  (1)  Banstead  Hospital, 
which  serves  part  of  the  Greater  London  area  and  Banstead  and 
also  admits  mental  cases  with  tuberculosis  from  the  whole  area 
of  the  South-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board;  (2)  Netherne 
Hospital;  (3)  Tadworth  Court,  a country  branch  of  the  Hospital 
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for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street;  (4)  Zachary  Merton 
Convalescent  Home,  a branch  of  the  London  Hospital;  and  (5) 
Shabden  Park  Hospital  for  the  long  term  geriatric  cases, 
administered  by  Epsom  and  West  Park  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee . 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
at  Sutton  Hospital,  are  available  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst 
are  employed. 

224  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  specimens  and 
other  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  from  the  Urban 
District  and  were  made  up  of  53  faeces  specimens  and  171  others. 

Ambulance  Facilities 


The  Surrey  County  Council  Main  Ambulance  Control  is  at 
Walton  Lodge  Estate,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  for  example  accidents,  an  ambulance 
can  be  obtained  by  telephone  by  dialling  '999'. 

Requests  for  ambulances  in  all  other  cases  can  only  be  obtained 
through  a doctor  or  a hospital  and  such  requests  are  to  be  made  to 
the  Superintendent,  County  Ambulance  Control,  Walton  Lodge  Estate,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of  the  East 
Surrey  Water  Company,  the  former  supplying  Banstead  Village,  Burgh 
Heath,  Kingswood,  Nork,  Preston,  Tadworth,  Tattenhams  and  Woodmansterne 
and  the  latter  Chipstead  and  Hooley  and  Walton-on- the-Hill . 

Banstead  Hospital  has  its  own  deep  well,  the  water  from  which 
is  chlorinated  before  distribution.  Samples  are  submitted  daily 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  monthly  for  chemical  analysis. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts 

has  been  satisf actory : - 

( i)  In  Quality 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  as 
chloramine  and  the  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or 
less  of  hardness.  The  Sutton  District  Water  Company 
and  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  submit  samples  of 
water  for  examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at 
monthly  intervals  and  samples  of  the  raw  and  treated 
waters  are  examined  daily  by  Chemists  at  their  own 
laboratories . 

Six  samples  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  two  for  chemical 
examination.

The  majority  of  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  public  foul 
water  sewers. 

Generally,  the  sewers  serving  Chipstead  and  Hooley,  Kingswood  and 
Woodmansterne  discharge  to  disposal  works  of  the  Greater  London  Council 
at  Beddington  and  the  sewers  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  district 
discharge  to  the  G.L.C.  disposal  works  at  Worcester  Park. 
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Foul  water  sewers,  amounting  to  65  metres  in  length,  were  laid 
or  taken  over.  The  approximate  length  of  foul  water  sewers  in  the  district 
is  103  miles  (166  km.)  This  excludes  public  sewers  which,  prior  to 
1st  October  1937,  were  known  as  combined  drains. 


Where  sewers  are  not  provided,  drainage  of  premises  is  by 
cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations.  The  number  of  cesspools  is

The  Elmore  Pond  and  those  at  Vincents  Green  and  near  Chipstead 
Church  were  cleaned  and  cleared  of  weeds  during  the  year,  the  works  on 
the  pond  near  Chipstead  Church  being  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  Naturalists 
Trust. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available.  Two 
cesspool  emptiers  were  in  use  with  a further  vehicle  available  as  a 
reserve.  The  cesspool  contents  were  discharged  into  the  sewers  at 
three  disposal  points,  at  Waterhouse  Lane,  Kingswood,  How  Lane,  Chipstead 
and  Brighton  Road,  Lower  Kingswood. 


Closet  Accommodation 


All  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water 
closets.  There  are,  however,  five  pail  closets  in  Kingswood  (three  at 
caravans,  one  at  an  allotment  site  and  one  at  the  Council's  depot), 
one  at  King  Edwards  Green,  Chipstead  and  one  at  the  recreation  ground, 
Walton-on-the-Hill.  Where  necessary  emptying  of  these  was  undertaken 
by  the  Council  twice  weekly. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the 
district  was  maintained.  In  the  case  of  Banstead  and  Netherne  Hospitals, 
the  refuse  was  collected  daily,  Monday  to  Friday. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood. 

This  service  was  operated  under  the  control  of  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 


In  accordance  with  this  Act,  a place  has  been  provided  at  the 
Controlled  Tip,  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  where  residents  may 
deposit  refuse  free  of  charge.  Abundant  use  was  made  of  this  provision. 

Dumping  of  rubbish  still  takes  place  on  roadsides  and  car 
parks  adjoining  common  land  which  had  to  be  constantly  cleared  by  the 
Council . 

The  Act  provides  for  a maximum  fine  of  £100,  on  conviction  for 
any  unauthorised  dumping.  There  were  no  prosecutions  under  this  Act 
during  the  year,  but  there  were  two  prosecutions  under  the  Litter  Acts 
1958/71  which  resulted  in  a fine  of  £10  being  imposed  in  each  case  and 
the  defendants  being  ordered  to  pay  £15  and  £16  costs  respectively.

Public  Conveniences 


There  are  five  public  conveniences,  provided  by  the  Council,  suitated 
in  Banstead  Village,  Lower  Kingswood,  Tattenhams  and  Woodmansterne , four 
being  sited  at  public  recreation  grounds  and  one  at  Banstead  Wood. 


Shops  Act,  1950 

The  Council  is  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  the  Urban  District. 

There  were  351  shops  in  the  district.  No  Orders  have  been  made  in 
respect  of  Closing  Hours  or  Partial  Exemption. 


Swimming  Pools 


No  pools  were  available  in  the  district  for  use  by  the  public.  There 
were  three  open  air  pools  and  four  indoor  pools  at  Schools,  one  indoor 
pool  at  office  premises  and  there  was  a growing  number  of  private  open 
air  pools  at  residential  premises. 

Eighteen  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and  ten  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  result  of  one  was  unsatis- 
factory. This  was  followed  up  until  satisfactory. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers 


There  are  three  registrations  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  in  the  district. 
One  of  these  was  granted  during  the  year. 
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Offensive  Trades 


There  were  no  trades  of  this  type  in  the  Urban  District. 


Complaints 

The  complaints  received  totalled  1,072.  They  related  to  a wide 
variety  of  subjects.  All  were  investigated,  including  anonymous  ones. 

In  some  cases  the  investigation  was  a matter  of  minutes,  in  other  cases 
it  entailed  work  over  a period  of  days  or  even  weeks. 

One  interesting  example  referred  to  an  intermittent  smell  noticeable 
in  the  small  entrance  hall  and  on  the  adjoining  staircase  of  shop  premises, 
which  the  occupier  had  suffered  for  quite  a period  of  time  and  had  tried 
to  mask  with  aerosol  sprays.  After  diligent  search  on  hands  and  knees  and 

with  a keen  nose  the  smell  was  opined  to  be  a leakage  of  gas.  At  first 
this  theory  was  inclined  to  be  dismissed  by  the  gas  men  but  persistence 
was  rewarded  when  after  thorough  search  it  was  found  that  there  was  a leak 
at  a joint  of  the  gas  main  under  the  public  footpath  outside  and  the  leaking 
gas  was  travelling  along  the  outside  of  the  service  pipe  and  into  the 
property  concerned.  Needless  to  say  the  repair  of  the  joint  completely 
remedied  the  complaint. 

Worthy  also  perhaps  of  mention  was  the  scare  that  appeared  in  the 
National  Press  under  the  head  of  "Killer  Necklaces".  This  referred  to 
the  discovery  by  an  officer  at  Bristol  that  a type  of  necklace  had  been 
brought  into  this  country  from  Mexico,  Africa  and  Asia,  made  up  from  seeds 
obtained  from  a small  climbing  plant  which  grows  in  these  countries.  These 
seeds  are  ovoid  or  sub-globular  in  shape  and  vary  from  five  to  eight 
millimetres  in  length  and  from  four  to  five  millimetres  in  breadth;  they 
are  hard  with  a smooth  glossy  surface  and  of  a bright  scarlet  red  colour 
with  a black  patch  at  the  hilum.  They  contain  a deadly  poisonous  substance 
known  as  abrin  and  this  resembles  snake  venom  in  its  action  and  if  absorbed 
into  the  body  through  wounds,  abrasions,  etc.  can  be  extremely  dangerous 
and  even  fatal.  All  police  stations  were  alerted  and  the  public  were  advised 
if  they  had  any  of  these  necklaces  or  beads  to  hand  them  in  to  the  Police 
Station  or  the  Public  Health  Department. 

As  a result  of  enquiries  and  reports  it  was  found  that  quite  a number 
of  these  beads  were  handed  in,  either  at  the  Police  Station  or  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  identification  and  disposal.  The  Public  Analyst  was 
also  helpful  in  identifying  some  doubtful  specimens.  The  Head  Teachers 
of  all  schools  in  the  district  were  informed  of  the  potential  danger  and 
offered  advice  on  identification. 


Employment  Agencies 

There  are  no  Employment  Agencies  in  the  Urban  District. 


Massage  Establishments 

The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931, 
relating  to  the  registration  and  management  of  Massage  Establishments, 
are  in  operation.  There  were  five  such  establishments  within  the  district.

Four  premises  in  the  district  were  licensed  as  Pet  Shops. 


Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs  and  Fleas 

One  infestation  of  fleas  was  dealt  with  successfully  by  insecticidal 
spray  and  gammexane  fumers. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949

The  properties  inspected  totalled  1,701  and  inspections  and 
re-inspections  numbered  3,105. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act  relate  to  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  but  the  Council  provided  a disinfestation 
service  which  occupiers  of  premises  could  employ  if  they  so  desired. 
Treatment  at  private  dwellings  was  free  of  charge  but  charges  were 
made  in  respect  of  business  premises  on  a cost  basis. 

These  amounted  to  £331. 

No  infestation  of  ship  rats  was  found. 


Other  Pests 


From  time  to  time  advice  was  sought  in  regard  to  infestations  of 
various  types  of  pests  - beetles,  cockroaches,  crickets,  ants,  flies, 
moth  larvae,  wasps.  In  the  case  of  wasps,  122  nests  were  destroyed. 
When  treatment  was  carried  out  a charge  was  made. 


Clean  Air  Acts,  1956  and  1968 


Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  five 
furnaces  under  Section  3(3)  of  the  1956  Act.  Under  Section  6 of  the 
1968  Act  one  approval  was  granted  in  respect  of  chimney  height. 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district. 
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Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 


Sixteen  complaints  were  received  relating  to  noise. 

These  referred  to  work  at  a scrap  metal  dealer's  premises, 
machinery  and  internal  combustion  engines,  radios  and  record 
players,  dogs,  pneumatic  drills,  central  heating  boiler.  All 
these  complaints  were  thoroughly  investigated  and  many 
observations  made,  but  in  no  case  was  formal  statutory  action 
involved .

Sub-Standard  Dwellings 


Of  the  12  houses  at  Walton-on- the-Hill  purchased  by  the 
Council  in  1971  a further  6 became  vacant,  thus  allowing 
demolition  of  the  whole  12  and  clearance  of  the  site,  making 


way  for  redevelopment.

Following  the  receipt  of  circular  50/72  from  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  a survey  was  carried  out  of  the  older  houses 
in  the  private  sector.  The  result  indicated  that  there  were 
6 occupied  houses  unfit  and  255  capable  of  improvement  to  the 
12  point  standard.  The  6 unfit  dwellings  were  all  occupied  by 
elderly  people  who  pleaded  to  be  left  alone  as  they  were 
content  with  the  conditions  and  did  not  wish  to  be  disturbed. 

Of  the  255  capable  of  improvement,  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  present  rate  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  will 
continue  so  that  the  objective  of  the  circular  will  be  attained, 
i.e.  that  within  a decade  no-one  should  be  required  to  live  in 
a sub-standard  house.

Discretionary  Grants 

Sixteen  applications  for  grant  were  approved.  These  related 
to  six  owner/occupied  dwellings  and  ten  tenanted  dwellings.

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Moveable  Dwellings 


There  are  five  areas  in  the  district  where  moveable  dwellings  are 
prohibited  by  Court  Orders  obtained  many  years  ago  under  Section  57  of 
the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931. 

The  150  caravan  site  at  Lower  Kingswood  was  the  subject  of  a 
Public  Inquiry  in  February. 

In  June  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  notified  the 
Council  he  had  allowed  the  owner' s appeal  against  Enforcement  Notices 
and  Refusal  of  Planning  Permission.  He  had  accordingly  granted  planning 
permission,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  for  the  use  of  approximately 
11%  acres  of  land  for  a residential  caravan  site  on  a permanent  basis. 

Discussions  on  matters  of  layout  and  other  details  preparatory 
to  the  submission  of  a formal  application  by  the  owner  for  a site 
licence  were  still  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  problems  arose  from  traveller's  (gypsy)  caravans  during  the 

year . 


Several  caravans  encamped  at  Tattenham  Corner  Station  Yard  at 
the  end  of  May.  The  occupiers  were  found  to  be  members  of  the  Showmen's 
Guild  who  were  waiting  to  go  on  to  Epsom  Downs  for  the  race  meeting  the 
next  week.  They  moved  on  request. 

A caravan  occupied  by  one  man  was  encamped  for  a few  months  on 
the  ex  caravan  site  at  Dean  Lane,  Hooley.  The  caravan  had  removed  by  the 
end  of  June.

All  these  complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  pursued  with  both 
the  retailers  and  the  manufacturers  of  the  articles  affected.  Viewed 
separately  this  is  a formidable  list  of  complaints  and  shows  the  need 
for  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  all  persons  concerned  with  the  food 
trade,  yet  in  comparison  with  the  vast  quantity  of  mass  produced  food 
marketed,  the  percentage  of  faults  is  extremely  small  and  this  reflects 
credit  on  the  efforts  of  reliable  food  manufacturers. 

At  the  same  time  tribute  is  due  to  the  consumer  public  for  the  growing 
alertness  as  to  the  condition  of  pre-packed,  tinned  or  cartoned  food  which 
is  doubtless  helped  on  by  the  increasing  use  of  date  stamping  by  manufacturers 
and  which  will  in  due  course  become  obligatory. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  two  instances  (pending  at  the  end 
of  1971):- 

1.  Sausages  - sour  and  mouldy. 

The  manufacturers  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined 
£40  with  £36  costs. 

2.  Bread  containing  dirty  marks. 

The  manufacturers  who  pleaded  guilty  were  fined 
£35  with  £25  costs.

Beef  Curry  with  Rice 

The  rice  portion  was 
marked  with  metal 
sulphide  derived  from 
a stain  on  the  inside 
of  the  can. 

This  sample  was  taken  as  a 
result  of  a complaint  regarding 
an  empty  can  of  the  sanie  product. 
The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
manufacturers  when  it  was  found 
that  the  bodies  of  the  cans  were 
unlacquered.  This  is  because 
the  firm  had  found  in  the  past 
that  the  use  of  a lacquer  film 
on  the  entire  internal  surface 
of  a can  imparts  an  undesirable 
flavour  to  some  products.  As 
a result  of  the  complaint, 
however,  further  investigations 
were  being  made  by  the  firm,  and 
as  far  as  possible  older  stocks 
were  withdrawn  from  sale  and 
further  tests  were  being 
carried  out  to  find  a suitable 
lacquer  for  future  use. 

Fruit  Salad  in 
Heavy  Syrup 

The  ingredients  were 
not  listed  in  the 
order  in  which  they 
were  used. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  manufacturers  who  explained 
that  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  always  be  sure  that  mixed 
fruit  is  placed  in  small  cans 
quantitively  in  the  order  in 
which  the  ingredients  appear  on 
the  label.  They  pointed  out 
that  this  fact  was  appreciated 
by  the  alteration  in  the  Food 
Labelling  Regulations  1970, 
authorising  the  contents  to  be 
labelled  on  the  can  in  alpha- 
betical order.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  new  regulations 
were  due  to  come  into  force  on 
the  1st  January  1973,  no  further 
action  was  taken.
